A NEW  MEDAL,  A NEW  DESIGN 


Medalic  sculpture  by  Alphonse  A.  Kolb,  Rochester  Artist,  for  the 

Roohester  Numismatic  Association 
The  obverse  shows  the  portrait  of  Nonaan  F.  Prince,  40th  pres- 
ident of  the  Roohester  Numismatio  association  with  the  inscription, 
"NORMAN  P.  PRINCE  XL  PRESIDENT  1952*. 

The  reverse  design  is  a medalic  representation  of  the  R.  N.  A. 
seal.  This  consists  of  a shield  containing  a Greek  coin,  showing 
the  bust  of  Athena,  surrounded  by  brarches  of  flowers,  and  the  in- 
scription, "ORGANIZED  JANUARY  4th  1912".  The  Owl  of  Athens  sits  on 
the  shield  flanked  by  a heraldic  scroll  design.  The  outer  inscription 
reads,  "ROCHESTER  NUMISMATIC  ASSOCIATION  * BRANCH  2 OP  A.  N.  A." 
(American  Numismatic  Association). 

The  annual  banquet  of  the  R.  N.  A.  was  held  last  night  (January  3) 
at  the  Hotel  Seneca  where  this  medal  was  presented  to  Norman  F.  Prince, 
past  president.  T he  medals  struck  in  silver  and  bronze  at  Bastian 
Bros.  Co.  will  be  distributed  to  the  other  members  at  a later  date.
